2-PRONGED ATTACK 
Wilson outlined a two-pronged 
federal attack against terror 
I bombing aimed at clamping 
Jnew controls on the explosives 
. industry and punishing bomb- 
s ers. 

Decrying the sharply increas- 
ing resort to “urban guerrilla 
i warfare/’ Wilson’s testimony 

• ended a week of hearings in 
1 1 which officials said bombings 
1 1 have risen more than 400 per 
l cent in the last 18 months. 

j “Much of the bombing is the 
I result of fanatics who are politi- 
1 cally motivated and insist on 
their own view point being ac- 
cepted,” Wilson said. “They are 
(not interested in free speech or 
" the right to dissent or the right 
to protest or a dialogue with 
anyone who does not bend to 
their will.” 

The Nixon administration has 
submitted a bill to Congress 
(which bans the interstate trans- 
! portation of bomb components 
(and set harsh penalties— includ- 
ing life imprisonment and death 
'—for any violations of the law 
I where death occurs. 
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
